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96% of WHS seniors 
pass MCAS exam 


Six who failed will have one more crack at test

WILMINTON - More students 
inz the Wilmington School 
System are starting to get the 
hang of the Massachusetts 
Camprehensive Assessment 
System (MCAS) exam. 

6n Monday, March 3, 
Governor Mitt | Romney 
revealed the statewide results 
oftthe latest MCAS retest that 
was administered in October of 
2002. According to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Equcation, 90 percent of stu: 
dents in the Class of 2008 in the 
Commonwealth have passed 
the math and English sections 
of-the exam) and have secured 
their diplomas for graduation 
inJune. 


Here in Wilmington, the fig- 
uré runs higher than the state 
average. Cumulatively, 96 per- 
cent of seniors who first took 
the MCAS exam as sophomores 
have passed the test. Out of 210 
students in the senior class, six 
of- them have not yet fully 
passed, Of those six, though, 
five have passed the Language 
Arts section of the exam but not 
the math, .

According to Dr. Nielsen, four 
of the six seniors who did not 


pass the retest are students 
with ‘special needs, a statistic 
that runs consistently with the 
state. 

The six students will be able 
to take the test once more in 
May, but the results from those 
exams will not be available 
until this summer. Therefore, 
the students will receive a 
Certificate of Attainment dur- 
ing the graduation ceremony to 
be held in June. If indeed they 
do pass the test, then they will 
certainly receive their diploma 
this summer. 

A seventh student who also 
did not pass the MCAS exam 
has not earned enough credits 
in academics. Therefore, the 
individual will not graduate in 
June, 

Dr. Nielsen is also pleased 
with the progress shown by jun- 
iors who have taken the MCAS 
exam. She says that nine of the 
15 juniors who needed to pass 
the Language Arts section of 
the exam have done so. She 
adds that 17 of the 36 juniors 
who needed to pass the math 
portion have met that challenge 
as well. 

“We've cut that pool in half,” 
Dr. Nielsen says. “We're opti- 
mistic that when the students 
hit the next round, they'll be 
better prepared.

We will not give up on you and 
you should not give up on your- 
self.”

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Selectmen showed no backbone in dealing with developer 


Dear Editor: 

On Monday, February 24, I had 
the privilege of attending the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
meeting. Unfortunately, I witnessed 
about the worst example of democ- 
racy in action I've seen in the last 
several years, specifically regard- 
ing the Whispering Pines abomina- 
tion on Salem Street 

Although Chairman Cain looked 
directly at me at least twice while 
may hand was raised (and I raised it 
several other times), I was never 
called on tospeak. Being one of the 
five or six closest abutters to this 
project, who will be looking at it 
every time I look out my windows, 
I feel I should have had the right to 
provide input to the discussion. 
Denied an opportunity to speak at 
the meeting, I would like to present 
my case now and have it’ be as 
irrelevant as everyone elses was 
on Monday. 

‘The Town Manager made a com- 
ment regarding a person’s right to 
develop their property. I agree with 
that entirely. I do not agree that 
they have a right to develop it at 
the expense of others. According to 
the design I saw, the first several 
houses on Biggar Avenue would 
now have a marvelous view of the 
back of these buildings, Does any- 
body think this will improve our 
property values’ Who protects the 
citizens of the town? Not this Board! 
Where do we go to recover the loss 
of value to our properties? 

Comments were made about 
taking a drive by the location on 
Monday, and how there will be 
open space, and it seemed to be a 


good site. Do not drive by, go walk 
the site. The construction is con- 
fined to roughly three out of ten 
acres because the rest is a swamp! 
There is so little usable land that a 
large percent of the parking for the 
number of units has to be under the 
buildings (cannot go down, that 
annoying water table). This means 
the buildings will have to be taller, 
improving their blight factor. As 
was said at the meeting, we can all 
imagine the 58-year-old residents 
out walking through the swamp, 
exercising. More likely, they will 
spend their summers barricaded 
in their units, trying to avoid mos- 
quitoes. I suspect that while the 
Board claims they did us favor so 
we can have some say about the 
project, that there is so little us- 
able land available few changes 
can be made. 

There have been comments 
about Wilmington residents who 
moved to Eagles Landing in 
Tewksbury, and how they would 
have preferred to stay in Town. 
Three of them lived on Biggar 
Avenue, and I occasionally talk to 
them. The feedback I get is that 
they are glad to be out of Town 
because of the way the develop- 
ment in the area is progressing 
Many of us worked hard and moved 
here because of the character of 
the Town, away from projects, 
apartments, town houses, and 
triple-deckers. 

I wanted to ask the developer if 
he would be developing this land 
without 40B, or similar programs. 
Development ef this property based 
on its zoning restrictions, would at 


most support five or six houses. 
The neighborhood would accept 
this. It is the rules we all moved in 
under, and the rules we thought 
would protect us. The woman at 
the meeting from Shawsheen Com- 
mons who said that 40B was being 
used in this Town to ram this type 
of development down our throats 
was correct. I am sure there is 
more in store for the Salem Street 
area. We seem to be the target for 
these developments. I know of a 
few areas where they may be able 
to find a speck of dry land to put 50 
or 60 units on. West Street, keep 
your eyes open. Looks like you are 
next. Chestnut Street, donot worry, 
even though there is plenty of dry 
land over there. I am sure Mr. 
Langone will make sure the Gar- 
den of Eden around his mansion 
remains exactly that, while lining 
his pockets at the expense of, and 
with total disregard for, his fellow 
citizens in other parts of Town, 

The most disturbing aspect of 
this situation is the way the major- 
ity of the Board of Selectmen has 
behaved. 

To be positive, I will start by 
thanking Mr. McCoy, Mr. Lepore, 
and Representative Miceli for sup- 
porting the residents at the meet- 
ing. 

Chairman Cain, I was not the 
only person who you ignored dur- 
ing the meeting. Why? Were you 
afraid of what some people had to 
say?

Wilmington Planning Director 
Lynn Duncan listed public 
health and safety issues, envi- 
ronmental concerns, design 
concerns, open space concerns 
and consistency with the 
Master Plan as issues consid- 
ered bythe state in upholding 
local denials 

Prior to her position with the 
MHP. Kruger was a city plan- 
ner for the city of Amherst and” 
has had extensive training in 
regard to Chapter 40B of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. 
Kruger explained to the 
selectmen, and to the attentive 
crowd in attendance, that 40B is 
a very unique law, existing, as 
it does, nowhere else in the 
country. She stated that the law 
has been dogged with contro- 
versy since it was first put on 
the books in 1969. She asserted 
that a number of states have 
their own versions of the law, 
citing Rhode Island and 
Connecticut as having the most 
similar versions. Kruger main- 
tained that, as far as she is 
aware, Massachusetts removes 
more authority from local offi- 
cials than any other state. 
Kruger revealed that she is 
not in the business of stopping 
40B projects, but simply helps 
communities negotiate the best 
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deal possible with developers’ 
affordable housing proposals, 

“Massachusetts llousing 
Partnership is working to nego- 
tiate good projects. We are not 
in the business of shutting 
down 40B projects,” Kruger 
said 

A community that faces a 40B 
project can contact the MHP, 
which will provide up to $10,000 
worth of consultant services to 
help municipalities negotiate 
the best deal pussible with the 
developer. 

As a proponent of 40B, Kruger 
asserted that Massachusetts is 
in desperate need of affordable 
housing. She added that 25,000 
units of affordable housing 
have been built as a direct 
result of 40B and would not 
exist otherwise. She suggested 
that the economy has been 
stunted as a result of the lack 
of affordable housing, which in 
turn limits the availability of a 
certain level of employee. 

Kruger also pointed to 
Governor Mitt Romney's plans 
to double the affordable hous- 
ing stock currently in the com- 
monwealth. Resident Suzanne 
Sullivan, though, was the first 
of several in the audience to 
assert that Romney’s plan calls 
for re-development of existing 
structures as opposed to new 
development, 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
suggested that recent changes 
have been made to 40B in order 
to return some level of clout 
back to the community, but 
Kruger did not completely con- 
cur. She attested that the. 
changes made it more difficult 
for developers to use 40B as a 
threat to communities. She 
gave a certain amount of credit 
for communities that have 
developed “Smart Growth” 
plans which map out future 
projects. 

Kruger also stated that, 
because approximately 70 bills 
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have been filed in the 
Legislature to change or elimi- 
nate 40B, a committee has been 
appointed by Governor Romney 
to examine the law. Given that, 
all bills are tabled until the 
committee presents its find- 
ings. 

Selectman Raymond Lepore 
tried to ascertain what penal- 
ties, if any, would be assessed 
against Wilmington if 40B proj- 
ects were simply, not allowed. 
His question was dismissed, 
though, considering that the 
authority to stop a project does 
not lie within the town's discre- 
tion. 

“You have limited authority to 
turn (a proposed 40B project) 
down, but lots of control in 
shaping a proposed project,” 
Kruger stated. 

Selectmen Chairman Robert 
Cain picked up on this upportu- 
nity to explain why the Board 
might support an unpopular 
project. He asserted that it 
would be in the town’s best 
interest to shape a project, as 
opposed to having it pushed 
through by the state without 
negotiating mitigating factors. 

When residents were given 
the floor, Edward Loud first 
stepped up to the mike. 

Loud wanted to know what 
recourse a neighborhood might 
have if the Board endorses a 
project against the will of the 
people. According to Kruger, 
the residents should attend the 
local zoning hearing, which is a 
public forum that seeks resi- 
dents’ input. As a final remedy, 
the issue can be appealed 
before Superior Court. 

Daniel Wandell, Jr, a member 
of the Zoning Board, asked 
what effect a town-initiated 
building moratorium might 
have on 40B projects, but 
Kruger assumed that it would 
do little to curb the issue.

Rams edge Royals to stay alive

BILLE! Inthedayslead- 
ing up tothe Shawsheen Tech girls

\ustin Prep on Wednesday of this 
week. 

"This was a real tournament 
e," Ritchie said. "The inten- 
sity, the crowd noise, everything.

The Lady Rams were led by 
senior center and Wilmington na- 
tive Ashley Morgado, who had a 
team high 25 points and 14 re- 
bounds.
